Thds is in response to the Office Action mailed June 9, 2006. Claims 1-58 Jiave been 
restricted under 35 U.S.C. § 121 as follows: 

Species 1. Directed to the embodiment where the processor estimates the load - using 
a formula - based on the number of anodes and cathodes specified for the 
program, and assumed pre-electrode impedance, which may be stored in 
memory, 

Species H. Directed to the emlwdiment where the processor estimates the load - using 
a look-up table - based on the device configuration information, such as 
INS type, lead type and/or electrode locations. 
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Species m. Directed to the embodiment where the processor actually measures the 
impedance presented by each of the electrodes and uses actually 
measurements to determine the drain on the battery. 

Applicants hereby elect Species I without traverse. Qaims 1-4, 8-23, 28-43, and 47-58 
read on Species L 

As the Office Action indicates, independent claims 1, 20, and 40 are generic. Pursuant to 
MPEP § 806.04(d), once generic claims 11, 20, and 40 are allowable, all of the claims drawn to 
nonelected Species II and HI are allowable in addition to the claims drawn to elected Species I.
